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MICHEL GAUQUELIN 


Few people knew Michel Gauquelin, just as few people really 
understood what he was trying to do. An assiduously private 
man with charming manners, he never failed to captivate his 
audiences at astrological symposia; but the support he received 
from astrologers was usually ambiguous and clouded by misun- 
derstanding. 

Not that he lacked recognition. He was, in a fact, a star. 
The discoveries he made with his first wife Francoise Schneider 
and lumped together in the press as the "Gauquelin effect" (that 
eminent people in certain fields tend to have certain planets 
near the Ascendant or Midheaven, that these planetary positions 
tend to be hereditary, and that they are connected with certain 
psychological traits) are still widely believed to be the only 
rigorous findings in support of our art. Since the 1950s they 
have been recapitulated in countless books, interviews and 
lectures by sundry astrologers, as no doubt they will continue to 
be for years to come. The Gauquelin effect became the battle 
flag of astrology. 

But Michel Gauquelin did not want his work to be any- 
body's battle flag. He spent much of his time politely dotting i's 
and crossing t's, defending his results against narrow-minded 
academics, explaining his methods to astrologers. 

Neither group made life easy. As soon as his first book 
appeared (L ‘influence des astres, 1955) he found himself caught 
between two camps: astrologers who claimed he had "proven" 
astrology but did not appreciate the uncertainties and limitations 
of proof, and members of the scientific community who un- 
scientifically refused to examine any evidence at all. He must 
have known this would be the case. In one of his delightful 
humorous gestures he dedicated that first book "4 MM. les 
Astroloques -- A M. Paul Couderc." Couderc, an arrogant 
mandarin of French astronomy, was the first of a long line of 
second-rate scientists who used every means to discredit his 
work. 

The lowest point of that story came in 1976-1980 as the 
Committee of Scientists to Investigate Claims of the Paranormal 
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(CSICOP) strove to debunk the Gauquelins' research. CSICOP 
used faulty methods, deleted relevant material from manu- 
scripts, tampered with the choice of experimental data, made 
post hoc changes to final results, censored and expelled at least 
one of its own dissident members, and otherwise behaved like a 
bunch of White House plumbers.! To hear Michel Gauquelin 
relate this sad episode, with his usual restraint, wry humour 
and lack of any obvious bitterness, was both entertaining and 
appalling. 

On the astrologers' side the reaction was friendlier if more 
confusing. I remember an old astrologer, at one of the first 
American conferences attended by Gauquelin around 1970, 
whispering to me behind his back that here was a "vivisectionist 
of astrology." Some felt that his work was irrelevant for prac- 
ticing astrologers; that statistics could not grasp the living reali- 
ty of the art; that scientific method would turn astrology into a 
mechanistic triviality. Yet many of the astrologers who said 
these things were the first to use the Gauquelin results in public 
if it served their purpose. 

Whatever Gauquelin felt about the way his work was re- 
ceived, he always persevered. He seems to have been made for 
one thing above all else. 

At twenty, he confides in La vérité sur l'astrologie, he was 
fascinated by astrology and wished to undertake some sort of 
research in connection with it. He had no funds; the university, 
painting and tennis competed for precious time. "Nevertheless, 
I had a vague notion of what had to be done... My imagination 
saw big..." He began collecting celebrity birthdays, more or 
less randomly. The he asked local authorities for birth hours. 
Gradually the work became more systematic. He obtained his 
degree in psychology. His future wife Francoise, herself a 
professional statistician, encouraged him and eventually became 
an indispensable colleague. A friend introduced him to the 
biographical dictionaries from which he would gather his 
famous raw data. Another friend introduced him to the mathe-

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matics of diurnal planetary motion. 

There followed the stupendous labour of compiling statis- 
tics (hundreds and thousands of birth data, mostly before 
microcomputers), the books (some 20 in French alone), the 
troublesome celebrity of one who had set out to study celebri- 
ties, not to be one. 

It is interesting that the first reply Gauquelin ever received 
from a birth records office, in February 1949, was that of 
Louis Braille, the inventor of printing for the blind--surely a 
perfect symbol of the mutually blind worlds of astrology and 
modern science, and of the lone Frenchman who tried to be a 
link between them.” Michel Gauquelin always believed that 
scientific research was simply one way of carrying on the civi- 
lized business of communication. You did not try to bludgeon 
those who challenged your world-view, nor did you suspect 
every critic of bad faith: you tried to find the fairest way of 
putting the cards on the table and deciding what they meant. 

Gauquelin's life-work was largely unrewarded. He sup- 
ported it, and his family, by working as a consultant and a 
scientific editor for various periodicals and publishing firms.

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WHY IS ASTROLOGY SO HARD TO LEARN?!

Why is it so difficult to learn astrology? Does everyone have 
this trouble, or is it just me? Have I been out of school so long 
that I've forgotten how to learn? 

Have you ever asked yourself these questions? If so, 
console yourself with the fact that you are in good company: 
astrology is much more difficult to master than anyone realizes. 
The main reason for this is the way astrological information is 
presented. Whether verbal or in textbooks, it is guaranteed to 
cause confusion and bewilderment. 

Probably we all have much the same experience. You meet 
astrology through a friend, are intrigued, and become hooked. 
You start studying, perhaps by correspondence, or by attending 
a course, or simply by reading. At first it all seems quite 
straightforward. You read voraciously about Sun Signs, and 
almost at once begin to amaze your friends and astound your 
family. Later, you learn how to set up a chart; you notice that 
several different types of horoscope blanks are available, and a 
variety of different editions of ephemerides and tables of houses 
exist. But, by and large, the charts are much the same, and the 
contents of the books very similar. At some time or another you 
cover a little of the history of astrology, as well as some as- 
tronomy. Admittedly, some of the astronomical concepts are 
not all that easy to grasp, but the authors of your notes or books 
seem to be clear about what they are saying, and they all pretty 
much agree with one another. 

Sometime after the euphoric period of the Sun Signs comes 
a lot of stuff about planets, houses, signs, aspects and other 
technicalities, the meanings of them all explained in the litera-

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ture or at meetings of your group. Sooner or later, however, 
you sense a growing uneasiness, and eventually connect this 
with the fact that, although you are paying careful attention 
to your teacher and working diligently at home, you do not 
appear to be grasping the subject. There are various symptoms 
of this: you are not terribly clear about the difference between 
Sun in Leo and Moon in Leo; when asked to describe Saturn in 
the eighth house you find either no words come to mind or so 
many different statements that you do not know which to start 
with, and stand there tongue-tied; you find that all you are able 
to say about a hard aspect is that it is a challenge, and that an 
easy aspect is, well, easy. About a quincunx, all you know is 
that you struggle to pronounce it. 

To clear up the confusion, you buy up every new book 
recommended by your friends, hoping on each occasion that 
this at last will be the one to bring instant and total enlighten- 
ment. You are then puzzled to find that your confusion, instead 
of being cleared up, is actually worsened. Why does this 
happen? The reasons are simple: 


(a) the delineations are all the same; 
(b) the delineations are all different, 
(c) the delineations are all useless; 
(d) the delineations are all evasive. 


THE DELINEATIONS ARE ALL THE SAME 

This is your conclusion when you despair of trying to distin- 
guish what an author is variously saying about planets in signs, 
planets in houses, and aspects between planets. You can see the 
associations clearly enough, but all of the delineations are so 
bland and so general that they all blur into one another (Ref. 1). 
You come to realize that you cannot really tell apart the entries 
for any planet in any given sign, especially those for the Sun 
and Moon. Hence, Sun in Aries reads the same as Moon in 
Aries, and there's not much to choose between Mercury, 
Venus, Mars, Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus, Neptune and Pluto in 
Aries either (Ref. 2). What's more, they all bear a strong 
resemblance to Mars in the Ist or Xth, as well as to all of the 
Mars aspects that are described. A delightful vagueness perme- 
ates the whole text, and is most noticeable in those books 
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which, while not exactly Sun Sign paperbacks, come down very 
heavily on signs, treat houses very superficially, and deal with 
aspects very much as an afterthought (Refs. 3 & 4). 


THE DELINEATIONS ARE ALL DIFFERENT 

The next thing you notice is that none of the expositions of 
astrology you have in your possession apparently agree with 
one another. This is worrying, because in your studies of other 
subjects at school or college or university, you had come to 
accept that, although different authors may differ in detail, 
there was general agreement about the main statements they 
were making. The problem is that this is not necessarily so in 
astrology. To illustrate the point, here are some sample delinea- 
tions of the aspect Sun square Saturn. 

Ref. 3: "Tendency to deep-rooted inhibitions, pessimism, 
self-pity, needless worrying, selfishness, fears and phobias, 
chronic ill health." 

Ref. 5: "Self-expression hurtfully limited. Life hard, 
causes self-pity. Tendency to falls, chills, orthopedic troubles." 

Ref. 6: "A life of hardship and drudgery. Everything is 
earned the hard way; nothing come freely." 

Ref. 7: "A fear of expressing what you truly are." 

Ref. 8: "You have to learn to like yourself." 

Ref. 9: "A deep feeling of inadequacy and a compulsion 
to achieve in compensation. The theme is loss of father, and a 
search to find him in some form, yet dissatisfaction and anger 
when you do; you seek him because you want to overthrow 
him." 

The sheer variety of these statements is breathtaking! 
There is everything from unabashed fortune telling to Jungian- 
style mythology, and of course the usual hedging ("a tendency 
to") creeps in. 


THE DELINEATIONS ARE USELESS 

The third way in which astrological statements are baffling is 
that some are very specific, and others are very general, with 
every shade of gray in between. Take Mars in Libra, for in- 
stance. One author says "the trait of self-assertion or self-dis- 
tinction expresses itself in lack of commitment or generalized 
appeasement." Another (Ref. 10) says "the subject has a pas- 
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sion for sword-dancing." 

It seems impossible to believe that we are talking about the 
same thing here. Yet for different reasons, both statements are 
equally useless. The first is far too general; nothing is said 
about the departments of life or situations likely to be affected 
by the Mars, there is nothing the client could recognize about 
him or herself, and there is far too much short-hand jargon for 
anyone other than an expert to comprehend the meaning. The 
second is far too specific; as an astrologer you may indeed meet 
someone whose Mars in Libra expresses itself as sword-danc- 
ing, but you would be idiotic if you offered this as a serious 
delineation. 

But the Scylla of generality and the Charybdis of specifici- 
ty contain an even nastier trap. The more general a statement 
is, the more sure you can be that it is right, but the less it tells 
you; the more specific it is, the easier it is to grasp what is 
being said, but the more sharply it focuses on something which 
is incorrect. What a dilemma! How do we deal with it? Well, 
the answer is easy, although putting it into practice is not: you 
have to learn to balance information content on the one hand 
with correctness on the other. That is, as Plato and the Buddha 
reminded us, you have to learn to take the middle path. 


THE DELINEATIONS ARE EVASIVE 
There is more. Oftentimes you meet statements that are so terse 
that they convey nothing, while pretending to convey every- 
thing. My pet hate is “Neptune dissolves." This is invariably 
delivered with a look that is simultaneously lofty and terribly 
knowing, followed by a dramatic pause. Then there is a whole 
class of phrases which have come out of the English astrologi- 
cal practice of the 50s, the so-called keywords (Refs. 3 & 5). 
These were presumably coined in order to ease the teaching of 
astrology. But mnemonics are only useful if they serve the 
purpose for which they are intended: namely, as an aid in 
remembering a whole mass of other material. Short delineations 
such as those of Oken (Ref. 11) are almost as bad. He too uses 
colorful key phrases such as "The False Prophet" (Jupiter 
Square Pluto), but the background descriptions are too thin to 
support them. 

What a pleasure, therefore, to read Sasportas (Ref. 12) 
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with its full and well-rounded outlines, as well as Arroyo (Ref. 
7). And yet even here fullness does not guarantee clarity. Pelle- 
tier (Ref. 8) is capable of brilliant examples of beating about 
the bush. Consider this comment on Mercury square Uranus:

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"Your extreme impatience with established facts often forces 
you to create whatever truths require the least commitment 
from you." What on earth does that mean? It's not at all obvi- 
ous, but one thing we can be sure of is that Pelletier is just 
being infuriating tactful; he really does understand the aspect. 
This is not always so; how many times do you get the impres- 
sion that the author is just taking a chance, filling up a space 
with padding that does no more than sound plausible? In these 
circumstances, is it any wonder that you struggle with astrolo- 


gy? 


IS WHAT THEY'RE SAYING TRUE? 

Ordinarily, when we read books, we assume that they deal in 
established fact. That is, we assume that the assertions con- 
tained in them are findings derived from actual observations 
about people or nature or mathematics or accounting or car 
repairs or whatever. Never would it have occurred to us that 
the author might be merely speculating about the way things 
could be, or in his view ought to be. 

But this is exactly the position with much that is written or 
said about astrology. Sakoian and Acker warn the reader that 
some of the content of their opus The Astrologer's Handbook 
(Ref. 6) is speculative. Linda Goodman (Ref. 13) states without 
qualification that "Virgos love small animals and herb 
gardens," without considering whether this is true or not. That 
is, she does not discuss the question of whether people with the 
Sun in Virgo have been shown by observation or experiment to 
love small animals or herb gardens any more or less than any 
other citizen. 

However, there is worse, Dane Rudhyar, who is practical- 
ly worshiped for his contributions to astrology, has written 
works which are essentially intuitive (Ref. 14). And to heap 
Pelion on Ossa, Martin Shulman's books (Ref. 15) and such 
material as the Sabian Symbols (Ref. 16) are unashamedly 
derived from psychic sources. 


SYMBOLISM 

Is there anything wrong with this? Many people might hesitate 
to say there is, and their reason would be that astrology is not a 
body of knowledge of the ordinary sort, nut a branch of meta- 
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physics. That is, it is a part of reality which cannot be tested by 
ordinary means. But if astrological statements can be drawn 
from speculation or intuition or the astral plane, how are they 
different from myths or legends or just plain fairy stories? The 
answer comes that astrology is a symbolic system, and the truth 
of any astrological assertion is therefore tested by whether or 
not it is consistent with the appropriate symbolism. Hence, 
anything which passes this test is true because it could be true. 

What is the origin of symbolism? We do not have to be 
exposed to astrology for long before we start to discern some 
deeper generalities behind the statements we make about human 
behavior, people's characters, or the events of our lives. With 
some practice, we find that a very large number of specific 
instances can be traced back to a single generality. After two or 
three thousand years, these generalities become more and more 
sharply defined, and reach a point at which they can be called 
symbols. 

As an astrological example, refer to the variety of delinea- 
tions cited earlier for the Sun-Saturn square. We could also 
have mentioned that this aspect indicates what pop psychology 
calls an inferiority complex. Hence the over-compensation and 
burning ambition to prove oneself. In a woman's chart it repre- 
sents an inability to relate properly to masculine figures, start- 
ing with the father. And so on, and so on. 

But what is the symbolism lying behind this aspect? 

To begin with, each of the planets can be thought of not as 
a benefic or malefic, nor as a character trait, nor as a motiva- 
tion or sub-personality, etc., but as a Process, written with a 
capital letter because the planets may literally be the stuff of 
which space, time and the universe are composed. In human 
terms, the Sun seems to symbolize something like Achieving, 
and Saturn something like Controlling. When these two are 
coupled by a square, they frustrate one another, and each over- 
expresses itself in a vain attempt to defeat the influence of the 
other. A subject with this aspect feels it as a whole class of 
difficulties associated with internal indecisiveness. Some of 
these break out as feelings of inferiority, some as illness, some 
as external limitations, some as living out of a script or Myth, 
mediated presumably by the mind in ways we are only just 
beginning to understand. 
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The important thing to realize is that the central core of 
symbolism gives rise to a very large number of specific mani- 
festations, and this is the justification for saying that any one of 
these is true because it could be true. From a practical point of 
view, however, this line of reasoning is quite useless when it 
comes to predicting an event, or experience or attitude from a 
horoscope. All that can be said is that whatever occurs--using 
the word occur in its broadest sense—will be consistent with the 
symbolism. Not terribly useful. 


THE DEMANDS OF SCIENCE 

But there is an opposing school of thought, Aristotelian rather 
than Platonic, which insists that astrology is part of physics 
tather than metaphysics, and must therefore pass the same tests 
of truth as the conventional sciences. At the very least, propo- 
nents of this view are impatient with symbolism, and one of 
them (Dean, Ref. 18) is well known for the paraphrase "there 
are lies, damned lies, and symbols"! 

If astrology wished to attain the status of a true science, it 
would have to become a body of knowledge assembled in 
accordance with the rules of scientific method. You may be 
relieved to hear we will not explore this in any detail, but 
merely note that the starting point of the whole thing is the 
collection of a number of observations. These have rules of 
their own; they have to be objective, repeatable, consistent and, 
if possible, quantitative. In other words, observations must be 
essentially the same irrespective of who made them, they must 
be much the same each time they occur, and they should con- 
tain number in some way, either by counting or through meas- 
urement. From what has been said here, we would have to 
agree that astrology does not even meet the basic requirements 
of observations, let alone the whole scheme. 

Allow me to end on a personal note. I believe that until 
astrology develops to a point where it meets the criteria of 
objectivity, repeatability and consistency, what we shall be 
dealing with is a vague and wishy-washy thing, capable of 
meaning anything you care to make it mean, filled with state- 
ments that are to a greater or lesser extent universally valid, so 
that much of every horoscope delineation fits equally well or 
equally badly every person under the sun. You may call it an 
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art, a skill, a body of knowledge, a means of getting in touch 
with the cosmos, or folk psychology, but until we focus much 
more sharply on what it is we say when we look at a horo- 
scope, we are not being intellectually honest, and should not be 
surprised when experimental tests (Ref. 19) fail to support the 
claims of astrologers . 


THE CORPORATION 
Ill. THE CORPORATE WORK FORCE 
Barbara Koval 


In the previous articles we defined the corporation as a set of 
operations, and the departments and tasks within those opera- 
tions. In this article we will fit you into your appropriate task, 
according to your mindset, how you process the data of your 
experience, act and react to your circumstances, and draw 
conclusions. 

Every operation and every business is made up of three 
fundamental components: something is done on something to 
produce a result. To knit a sweater, a design is applied to wool 
by a knitter. To drive a car an energy system applied to metal 
and fuel is directed by a driver. 

The basic components are director, substance, and imple- 
mentation of a design. They relate to the three basic tasks of 
people in a business: directing/managers; assets/maintenance 
and control/staff; and application of design/labor. 

Cardinal Signs represent ,management towards a result. 
Fixed Signs represent asset maintenance and control, profes- 
sionals with accounting and troubleshooting expertise. Mutable 
Signs represent Labor, who implement the designs and process- 
es, created or modified by the previous too. 

Our natural inclination for the particular type of task is 
determined by the mindset, how we process and judge the data 
of our experience. 

People process data in three ways: with their eyes, with 
their feelings, and with their minds. Let's call them the three 
V's: Visual, Visceral, and Verbal. 

The Cardinal Signs, Aries, Cancer, Libra and Capricorn, 
are Visual. 

The Fixed Signs, Taurus, Leo, Scorpio and Aquarius, are 
Visceral. 
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The Mutable Signs, Gemini, Virgo, Sagittarius and Pisces, 
are Verbal. 

Traditionally the Sun and the Moon rule the sight, the left 
and right sides of the body, the essential male and female sides 
of the psyche. In reverse order they rule the right and left sides 
of the brain. Thus, our mental stance is revealed on the chart 
by the Signs of the Sun and the Moon. The Sun is how you 
react to your context when you are in a position of power and 
control. The Moon is how you react when you feel vulnerable. 

Since there are only two lights by which to guide our 
decisions, we see that nobody naturally and spontaneously uses 
all three Modes. Some use two if their Suns and Moons are in 
different Modes. Some use only one. To complicate matters the 
Ascendant is what we end up doing, which accounts for the 
great chasms between what some people say and what they do. 
The Ascendant is not the mental process, it is how we are 
conditioned by our experience, what we are often forced to do 
or acknowledge in spite of what we think. If the missing Mode 
is on the Ascendant, you will be thrust into conditions for 
which you have no natural ability. Either you learn, or fail. The 
end result for everybody is extreme difficulty in communica- 
tion. We all place different values on the data of our experi- 
ence. 


THE CARDINAL MENTALITY 
Cardinal Signs are results oriented, live in a very narrow 
framework of today, and see the world in black and white: 
something is done or it is not done; what you say, what you 
mean, how you feel, is totally irrelevant. Either you take an 
action to get what you want or you don't really want it. 

Cardinal Signs do not respect their own feelings, and cer- 
tainly not anyone else's, it is more important to do than to feel 
or to think. This is why a watery Sign like Cancer, is always 
trying to do things to feel better, and never stops to consider 
whether they want to do what they are doing to achieve that 
effect: result, the effect may not be worth the misery it took to 
achieve it. 

The key notion with Cardinal: What? What is happening? 
What needs to be done? 


The Corporate Work Force 


THE FIXED MENTALITY 

Fixed Signs work from their own feeling response to any situa- 
tion: I like it; I don't like it; it feels good; it doesn't feel good. 
They have a reputation for being stubborn because they are the 
only Signs that listen to their own bodies for answers as to what 
is good or bad for them. They have strong memories and a 
great respect for the past. If they didn't like something yester- 
day, they won't like it today; and certainly they will not go out 
of their way to test it tomorrow, no matter what the variation. 
They build bodies of knowledge and expertise by memoriza- 
tion. They do not like to re-memorize new sets of data and 
techniques. 

The key notions with Fixed mentalities is How? How can 
this be done, not as technique but with comfort, efficiency, and 
correctly so the fewest possible mistakes will be made. In other 
words, we know what worked in the past, let's do it the same 
way again. 


THE MUTABLE MENTALITY 

Mutable Signs are concerned with comparisons and analysis, 
right and wrong, good, better and best. They want and need 
explanations, they are always looking to see whether A is better 
than B or some as yet unfound C may be better still. Mutables 
want to know why. They are wonderful at criticism, less skill- 
ful at figuring out what should be done, beforehand. They are 
excellent at fitting pieces together and seeing how A relates to 
B. They live in the future, expecting that if left to their own 
devices things will change by themselves. They believe words. 
They often cannot do something unless they read about it first. 
When they are in trouble the first thing they reach for is a 
book, the next thing they do is fill out an application to a 
school. By the time they have everything figured out, it is too 
late. They want to talk, they believe what people say. Some- 
what naive, they expect people to tell the truth. 

The key notion with Mutables is Why? Why did you say 
that? Why did you do that? Why can't you be reasonable? What 
should we do? 

It is very easy to see how these Modes correlate with the 
three primary functions of people in a business or corporation. 
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MANAGERS 

Cardinal types are the natural managers, who set objectives, 
and look at operations and processes in terms of what needs to 
be done. Because they read motion and body language exceed- 
ingly well, they are the first to spot any motions that do not 
meet directives. They are the natural overseers, who are able to 
make on-the-spot judgments and adjustments of any plan, not 
on purpose. They are sufficiently insensitive to feelings to order 
people about. Because they inefficiently read alternatives and 
options, they are less likely to be overly concerned with the 
process itself. Whatever works is sufficient. 


STAFF 

Fixed Signs are the natural staff people, those who keep 
the organization operating according to plan, who assist 
managers with their special expertise, and who are dependable, 
loyal, and do as they are told. Accounting types, anywhere 
from the comptroller to the head bookkeeper; troubleshooters, 
on staff or as consultants; personnel types; marketing special- 
ists; and so on. Because these people have special expertise, 
and because they are often promoted into managerial positions, 
there is a great deal of confusion. Fixed Signs try to control an 
operation. They do not manage it, shift objectives when condi- 
tions change, or present their notions in an orderly and under- 
standable way. They are "do it my way or else" types. 


WORKERS 

Mutables are the natural workers. They preoccupy themselves 
with motion and design, the process by which an objective is 
reached. They are the communicators and connectors of an 
enterprise, the analysts of plans gone awry, the projectors of an 
organization's future: researchers, planners, promoters, sales- 
men. Once they are told what has to be accomplished they are 
excellent at figuring out how to do it. They are less skilled at 
seeing what needs to be done, until after the mistake has been 
made. A new and confusing situation has arisen in the modern 
corporation because of the phenomenon of the Knowledge 
Worker. As jobs become more and more highly skilled, the 
expertise of the worker appears to be the same as the expertise 
of the staff person. The key to the difference is the accouter- 
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ment. A worker usually operates a machine--be it a typewriter, 
a computer, or a truck. The expertise of the staff person is 
usually in his head. The staff person gives it to the manager to 
help him direct. He gives it to the worker to put it in material 
form. 


HIERARCHIES 
Because Staff people often have workers/clerks to implement 
their activities, they often look like managers. Because Man- 
agement is often built on a hierarchical model, managers are 
subordinate to one another. Because Workers often are more 
intelligent and even more expert than both managers and staff, 
their academic credentials demand managerial remuneration 
without the headaches that go with being responsible for the 
outcome. 

Very simply: Cardinal/Managerial types are responsible 
for results. 

Fixed/Staff types are responsible for producing the data 
and materials which foster better managerial results. 

Worker/Mutable types are responsible for the process by 
which data, materials, and direction are transformed into excel- 
lent managerial results. 


COMBINATION TYPES 

Cardinal/Fixed: This is a good position for going into business 
for oneself or taking a managerial position in a well-established 
corporation. This type has a good grasp of business fundamen- 
tals and what to do to keep a business going. It can become 
overly wed to the concepts and techniques that gave it its first 
success and may not adequately shift with changing times. 
Cardinal/Fixed types need a good partner with the forward 
vision and implementation abilities of a Mutable type or, at 
least, needs to heed and hire people who are adept at analysis 
and communication. 

Cardinal/Mutable: A one man band, this person knows what 
needs to be done and how to do it. A great improviser, he has 
little respect for the past and often jumps into situations with 
little or no expertise. However, he is quickly on the job trained. 
This type is good in a new enterprise or in managerial positions 
that require fresh perspectives and innovation. In a business for 
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themselves, they need steady people, Fixed partners or employ- 
ees, who will keep the books and do the repetitive work that 
guarantee stability and continuity. 

Fixed/Mutable: These are the ideal staff people: flexible and 
communicative with a specialized knowledge and expertise. 
They are able to articulate the manager's objectives. They are 
able to troubleshoot and repair. In business for themselves they 
fail to read the signs of failure, often persist in failing business- 
es because of their determination and their fundamental opti- 
mism. They think the future will take care of things--stay long 
enough and something could turn the tide. They expect to 
communicate once and put everything on automatic. They hate 
to keep telling people over and over what to do. In business 
they need Cardinal partners to do the overseeing. In a corpora- 
tion they should never be put into managerial positions just to 
justify a deserved managerial wage. 

People who have two Modes of mental perception find it 
much easier to recognize and mimic the missing Mode, particu- 
larly if one of their Modes is Mutable, which enables them to 
understand the logic of other perceptions. Fixed Modes can 
acquire process skills through their education. Once they 
memorize something it is theirs forever. Cardinal Modes have 
little difficulty if they state their objectives and let Fixed and 
Mutable Modes figure out the resources and the means. Prob- 
lems only arise when people, no matter what their role in 
business, think that their way is the only one. 


SINGLE TYPES: 

Because all single types are born close to New, Full, or Quarter 
Moons they have natural difficulties in dealing with people 
because their male and female halves are at odds or because the 
Sun/ego has blotted the Lunar sensitivity. Because they have 
only one mental Mode, it is extremely difficult for them to 
grasp different points of view. Do not forget that although 
people may share a Mode in common, that Mode expresses 
itself in four different Elements. The mental process is the 
same, but the ground on which the decision or judgment is 
made is different. Both Aries and Capricorn will agree that 
something is wrong and that something needs to be done. Aries 
wants it done right now. Capricorn wants it done right. Thus 
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single types run into conflict with other mental Modes and also 
fight Elemental battles inside and outside themselves. 

Cardinal alone does too much. It always thinks that some- 
thing has to be done immediately. It does not wait for the right 
moment, the right method, or the right people to coalesce. 

Fixed alone overcontrols. They tough it out in the same 
old way, no matter what the conditions or time. 

Mutable alone overthinks. They have too many things 
going at one time, do not focus on the most important things at 
hand, do not take the time to set up stable systems or realistic 
objectives. 

In the long run, a business large or small is an organiza- 
tion of people and materials to achieve an objective. Managers 
and Cardinals have doing minds that think in terms of objec- 
tives. Staff and Fixed people have the background and expertise 
keep the people and materials in order. Workers and Mutables 
are the organizers and achievers of the productive goal. 

Just as perception is incomplete without the input of all 
three Modes, a business is incomplete without the knowledge, 
vision, and skills of the three orders of people who keep it 
going. On day perhaps, with greater understanding of our 
personal intellectual limitations and of the value of those who 
fill positions apparently beneath those who direct them, we will 
eliminate the adversarial nature of management and labor and 
restore American industry and expertise to its former glory.

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HITLER'S ATTACK ON RUSSIA 


Alexander Marr 


Fifty years ago, on June 22 1941, the German armies invaded 
Soviet Russia. Adolf Hitler's attack was one of the most perfid- 
ious political deeds in the history of mankind. Previously, in 
August 1939, Russia and Germany had concluded a non- 
aggression pact. His belief in this pact caused Josef Stalin, 
Russia's cruel dictator, to ignore Winston Churchill's warnings 
of an impending German invasion. Even after the German 
armies had crossed into Russia, Stalin continued to believe the 
whole thing was a mistake, that the advance would be halted, 
and he would not allow an immediate counter-attack. 

The writer was then responsible for deciphering Russian 
codes at the German High Command in East Prussia. He clear- 
ly remembers the almost incredible losses the Soviet Army suf- 
fered during the initial weeks of the campaign. 

The rectified chart of Soviet Russia’ at Figure 1 plainly 
indicates this attack, as it does other events in the life of the 
USSR. 


CHARACTERISTICS OF THE USSR CHART 
This radix best suits the turbulent period the Bolsheviks experi- 
enced in the initial years of their dictatorship. It is therefore 
remarkable that it has lasted as long as it did, to the Summit 
Conference of 8th December 1987. 

The Ascendant in 6°12' Leo is closely connected to 
Neptune, which rises within 2°, and to the fixed star South 
Asellus.

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South Asellus, a fixed star of the third magnitude, has 
shown its effectiveness in several horoscopes analyzed by the 
writer. Its potency appears to be due to its lack of latitude, 
0°04' North. In personal horoscopes, especially when conjunct 
Neptune and the Ascendant (as it is here), it has been associated 
with gas poisoning and with fatal infectious disease (horoscopes 
of 1917-1919).

As you can see, the Soviet state of the Bolsheviks was 
obviously "not born under a lucky star." 

The most negative aspect is perhaps the close square from 
the Sun to Saturn. This afflicted Sun (head of state) is located 
within one degree of the fifth topocentric-cusp and hence 
opposing the XIth cusp. It indicates the cruel and unjust execu- 
tions of loyal Communists during those years when Josef Stalin 
eliminated his best friends and former supporters. 

Mercury is closely connected with the Sun-Saturn aspect. 
Its square to the cusp of the IInd house (orb 15') relates to the 
poor living conditions of the Soviet population. This is con- 
firmed by Saturn, located in the first house, being close to the 
IInd cusp. 

Jupiter is the most elevated planet in the chart. In Gemini 
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it is in its detriment, and it is closely squared by the Moon. Our 
experience is that Jupiter in its detriment can be associated with 
the perversion of law. In Communist Russia the population, 
represented by the Moon, have suffered terribly because of 
this. Several million Russians were executed or sentenced to 
hard labor in concentration camps, from which few returned. 

Soviet Russia is a country that has had to endure extreme 
suffering from war. The number of casualties in the civil wars, 
from 1917 to 1922, is unknown. It has been estimated that 13- 
million military and 7-million civilians died during the second 
World War. Although the wars in which the USSR has been 
involved have all been cruel and involved great suffering, they 
have all ended in victory. This is because of the close harmoni- 
ous aspect-pattern involving Venus (at cusp VI), Mars and 
Pluto (at Cusp XII). 

Because of its angularity, Neptune is the dominant planet 
in the chart of the USSR. It has given a special slant to the 
character of the nation. The state has always been suspicious of 
other countries, of other people, and has controlled all commu- 
nication systems with foreign countries. The expectation that all 
foreign visitors were spies is, or was before Gorbachev, a well- 
known paranoia of the Soviet State. The authorities' mistrust of 
their own people and the denunciations of fellow-citizens to the 
police are also characteristic of Neptune on the Ascendant.

Neptune is close to the MC both in longitude (orb 1‘) and 
in right ascension (orb 15‘).

Venus and Mars symbolizing war are high in the sky, on 
either side of the MC, their midpoint.

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DR. JONES' METHODOLOGY 


M. J. Makransky 


In his books (particularly Essentials of Astrological Analysis) 
Dr. Marc Edmund Jones established a framework of metasym- 
bolism to analyze the meanings of various factors in the natal 
horoscope (such as retrograde planets, aspects, planets in 
tuler/detriment, etc.). This system consists of three principles: 
preponderance, absence, and negative indication (which is a 
special case of absence). 

When there is a preponderance of some factor in a natal 
chart (for example, a preponderance of retrograde planets, or of 
square aspects, or of planets conjunct critical degrees) the 
native's life is skewed at that point. What is shown is a weight, 
a self-consciousness, a sense of onus or burden, a heavy re- 
sponsibility which the native must bear and bear up under. 
There is a depth and compulsion to act with thoroughness in 
this area of life, but also a heaviness and slowness. Even if the 
horoscope factor is nominally good, a preponderance of it 
becomes a source of imbalance in the life. For example, a 
preponderance of planets in their ruling signs comes on strong, 
is domineering and positive in its opinions--that is, liberates an 
unwieldy amount of energy and creates problems in the life. 

When there is an absence of some factor in the natal 
horoscope, then in the area of life symbolized by that factor 
there is a lightness, a freedom of action, and a lack of compul- 
sion, which on the negative side can become a lack of motiva- 
tion, interest, and understanding. The absence of some horo- 
scope factor shows a freedom from responsibility, but with a 
concomitant lack of attunement to the environment. 

By way of example, when there is a preponderance of 
retrograde planets (five or more) in the horoscope, the native is 
a slave to his impulses. He is a maverick who puts out the 
minimum amount of conformity necessary for survival in his 
social milieu. He is armored in his obstinacy, determined to 
carve out his own niche in life, on his own terms. As a result, 
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his life tends to lack cohesion or direction--it has a patchy, 
makeshift quality which comes from living by feel rather than 
by plan. He has the burning need for emotional privacy, and 
can be impervious and rough in his handling of other people, 
because he's too bent upon his own inner vision and fancies to 
pay much mind to the sensibilities of others. 

Conversely, an absence of retrograde planets in the horo- 
scope gives a rather naive and hopeful outlook on life. This 
native has an unquestioning acceptance of rational and socially 
approved solutions. He avoids making impulsive errors by 
avoiding impulse, and is too easily swayed by logic, by his 
conscious mind, to put much stake in following his heart. He 
tries to base his behavior on abstract standards of fairness and 
reasonableness. He is overly compliant because he never feels 
he's standing on solid emotional ground; thus he is easily 
imposed on by others who are more sure of what it is they 
want. 

The precise definition of what constitutes a "preponder- 
ance" or “absence” is open to adjustment depending upon the 
particular horoscope factor under consideration. For rare 
phenomena (such as stationary planets), three out of ten planets 
in a chart fitting the criterion is enough to constitute a prepon- 
derance. Similarly, for very common phenomena (such as the 
presence of aspects in a horoscope, where a complete absence 
is unheard of), half the statistically expected number can be 
considered an absence. The point is that what is being shown 
by preponderance is a weighting in a given direction, and by 
absence a lack of pull in that direction. 

For example, when there is a preponderance of aspects in 
the horoscope (at least three times as many Ptolemaic aspects as 
the orb in degrees--e.g., at least 18 Ptolemaic aspects with 6° 
orbs), the native is critically dependent upon validation from 
other people for an assessment of his own worth. Since aspects 
are the lines which tie us to other people--compel us to seek 
their approval--a preponderance of aspects shows a native 
overly concerned with his images, with the impression he 
makes on others, with being right. Therefore he is easily bent 
out of shape by rejection, and takes other people's reactions to 
him too much to heart. He lacks inner stability because his 
moods rise and fall with his current status in other people's 
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eyes. 
Conversely, an absence of aspects (less than the number of 
degrees in the allowable orb--i.e., less than six aspects with 6° 
orbs) in the horoscope shows a relative freedom from worry 
about status in society. This native is not particularly concerned 
with, motivated by, or even consciously aware of what other 
people think of him. He is naive and uninhibited, and says 
whatever's on his mind. He is accepted by others because he 
accepts himself, is at ease within himself, and has a frank and 
natural manner. On the negative side, he can be headstrong, 
solipsistic, and aloof. 

Now the third principle or metasymbolic technique for 
isolating the meaning of a horoscope factor is called negative 
indication, and is a special form of absence. It occurs when 
there is a well-defined set of related horoscope factors (such as 
four triplicities, three quadruplicities, angular/succedent/cadent, 
etc.) and all but one of them are represented in the natal horo- 
scope. Whatever is symbolized by the missing factor is empha- 
sized in a negative way--i.e., as a parody, an exaggeration of 
the symbolism, an intellectualized, artificial version constructed 
as if in compensation for a felt psychological lack or need. The 
interpretation is similar to that of the preponderance, but with a 
twist. 

For example, an absence of planets in fire signs makes for 
a peppery, ornery, theatrical Prima Donna. This is in contrast 
to the aristocratic bearing and quiet air of self assurance which 
characterizes the preponderance of planets in fire signs. Both 
the preponderance and the negative indication have a manner 
which is competent, dominating, and superior, but the prepon- 
derance assumes it where the negative indication asserts it. 

An absence of planets in earth signs makes for a native 
who is busy and buzzing all the time, without actually accom- 
plishing much. In contrast to the down-to-earth, practical, self- 
pacing of a person with a preponderance in earth signs, this 
native is finicky, fastidious, never quite comfortable with 
things. Both the preponderance and negative indication are 
thorough and conscientious, but the preponderance has a clear 
sense of the possible (what he is comfortably capable of), 
whereas the negative indication is over-reaching and over-exact- 
ing of both himself and other people. 
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An absence of planets in air signs talks a lot but doesn't 
say much of anything. Albeit sociable and gregarious, he is 
vague and uncommunicative on a feeling level, in contrast to 
the preponderance who is sharp, analytical, articulate, and tart. 
Both the preponderance and negative indication avidly seek 
relationships, but the preponderance has a clearly defined sense 
of who he is and what he stands for, where the negative indica- 
tion is not actually comfortable with people, but goes through 
the motions of what he feels is expected of him. 

An absence of planets in water signs makes for a native 
who is a cheerful, flighty busybody rather than actually sympa- 
thetic or helpful to anyone. This contrasts to the sense of con- 
science and obligation to life which characterizes someone with 
a preponderance in water signs. Both the preponderance and 
negative indication are intimate, candid, and direct, but the 
preponderance possesses an inner dignity where the negative 
indication tends to be prissy and perfunctory. 

These few examples illustrate the usefulness and versatility 
of Dr. Jones' methodology. It not only provides us with a 
useful investigative tool for delineating the meaning of any 
horoscope factor, but it also gives us a technique which can be 
directly applied to the interpretation of a natal horoscope.

April Olivia, born 12:42 p.m. EDT, 26th April 1991, Brook- 
lyn, NY: 40N41 73W56. Died 10:30 a.m. EDT, 29th April 
1991. 

In New York City it is not unusual for newborn babies, 
some still alive, to be discarded like mistakes into trash cans 
and garbage bags, down refuse chutes and into dumpsters. 
Usually they die anonymously. Only occasionally do they 
command the public's attention. Their departure from life is not 
usually announced in a note. 

Shortly after 9:30 p.m. on Monday, 29th April 1991, in 
the impoverished Bushwick section of Brooklyn, a policeman 
found a dead infant in a yellow plastic bag next to a garbage 
can, 

The baby was neatly wrapped in a white blanket, she had 
been powdered and wore brand new clothes, a diaper, a T-shirt 
and pajamas. Around the blanket was tied a white ribbon. A 
neatly printed note was pinned to the blanket: 


Please Take care of My girl. She was born April 26, 1991 
at 12:42 pm. Her name is April Olivia. I love her very 


much. 
Thank you 
She Died at 10:30 am on April 29, 1991. 
Sorry. 


April Olivia was born with Leo rising, the Taurus Sun 
close to the midheaven, and the Moon in Libra. Each of these 
personal points was badly afflicted: the rising degree has a 
close semisextile/quincunx aspect to the Mars-Uranus opposi- 
tion, which is emphasized by the its exact connection to the 
MA/UR midpoint (13°21' Leo rises and MA/UR = 13°21' 
Aries/Libra); the Moon squares both Mars and Uranus, and the 
Sun and MC are at the midpoint of the Jupiter-Saturn opposi- 
tion. 

The Mars opposition to Uranus became exact when the 
baby was a day old, the aspect had been 52' short at the birth. 
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Fig 1: April Olivia's birth 16:42 UT 26th April 1991, 40N41 
73W56.

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April Olivia lived for 2 days 21 hours and 48 minutes, or 2.91 
days. At birth the Sun's right ascension was 33°38'22", 
2°53'21" or 2.89° from the RAMC of 30°45'01". In longitude, 
the Sun was 2°59' from the MC at birth. The Moon was also 
2°59' from an exact sextile to the rising degree, and the same 
distance from conjunct the MA/UR midpoint. 

The child was born in a Mars’ hour on a Friday. She died 
as Mars cleared the eastern horizon, in a Mars' hour on 
Monday. 

At the moment of death, the full Moon was conjunct Pluto. 
Venus and Pluto form an exact quincunx which, like the natal 
Mars-Uranus aspect, forms an exact connection with the rising 
degree. 

April Olivia was loved “very much." 


Independent India: 18:30 UT on 14th August 1947 at New 
Delhi, 28N36 77E12. 

What's in a name? Since India's independence in 1948, 
three assassinations there have shocked the world. Each has 
involved a Gandhi: the Mahatma, Indira, and now Rajiv. Rajiv 
was Indira's son, but these two were not related to the Mahat- 
ma. Compare the two names INDIA and GANDHI. They have 
four letters in common: ANDI. Remove these four and GH is 
left in the name Gandhi, another / in India. J is the ninth letter 
in the alphabet, following immediately after G and H, which 
could symbolize modern India's coming into being following 
the efforts of the Mahatma but such smoke blowing doesn't 
apply to Rajiv or to his mother. Do any of you alphanumeric 
symbolists have an explanation why it is that in India scapegoat 
is spelt Gandhi? 

India ceased to be the jewel in the British crown at the 
time of the Saturn-Pluto conjunction in Leo. At the moment of 
independence all bodies were below the horizon, contained 
within a bi-quintile from Jupiter to Uranus. Jupiter had just set; 
Uranus is the next to rise. The Leo satellium is at the IC, about 
to be joined by the Moon.

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INDIA 'S INDEPENDENCE 


The independence chart of India was experiencing appro- 
priate transits and progressions at the time of Rajiv's death. 

Progressions: converse Moon opposing converse Uranus 
(32'), direct Mars conjunct natal Moon (48'), converse Mer- 
cury conjunct natal Moon (2'), and converse Mars conjunct 
converse Node (7'). 

Transits to natal: Saturn conjunct Mercury (1'), Jupiter 
opposing Mercury (40'), Mars conjunct Moon (6'), Pluto 
conjunct Jupiter (19'), and Sun conjunct Ascendant (42'). 

For Rajiv, the Saturn opposition Jupiter in the sky was 
close to his natal Pluto. At the moment of his assassination 
transit Mercury at 6° Taurus was square this point.

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WOMEN'S WORK

When I set out upon a quest for self discovery in 1984, I had 
little idea how rigorous and rewarding my journey would be. A 
41-foot ketch was my vehicle, a world voyage my research 
laboratory. 

I have been a lifelong student of psychology, and identified 
very early with the work of Carl Jung. As Saturn was crossing 
my Sagittarian Ascendant, I consulted with Jungian astrologer 
Brian Clark in Perth, Australia. Brian exuded dynamic excite- 
ment about the importance of the animus, the woman's inner 
male image, and recommended that I learn more about it 
through dream analysis and selected reading. I agreed to do so 
and traveled on. 

Nearly two years and many sea-miles further west a 
woman friend, also Australian. lent me a book and told me I 
must read it. Knowing Woman by Jungian analyst Irene Clare- 
mont de Castillejo knocked my socks off. Here was everything 
I had been learning about the animus put into words--feeling, 
woman-words. I implemented Ms. de Castillejo's suggestions 
for creating a dialogue with the animus and discovered how to 
communicate with the lively brotherhood living within my 
psyche. 

The key which opened the door was the feeling contact, as 
opposed to a rational approach. I found my animus to be rich in 
untapped intelligence and resourcefulness, and more than will- 
ing to jump into concerted action with me. We had conference 
after conference, going over a whole lifetime of misunderstand- 
ings. 

My only equipment was a quiet space, a pen and a steno 
notebook. My mind was open to the experiment; I told my 
animus how I felr and asked for assistance in clarifying whatev- 
er was disturbing me. Results were immediate, plainly con- 
veyed. I understood my parents from their inner perspective, 
the mysteries surrounding failed relationships. I broke away 
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from an intense and destructive male, and ended my voyage. 
The quest was complete. My animus had become my closest 
ally. I now call on my ‘brothers’ under any and all conditions, 
sharing my joys, my sorrows, my frustrations, my exaltations, 
and my gratitude. 

Carl Jung, originator of the important psychological 
concepts of animus, anima and shadow, incorporated astrologi- 
cal symbolism in his active practice. His private life is a differ- 
ent story. He shared his tortuous path to self--and ultimately 
collective--discovery in Memories, Dreams, Reflections, a 
eminently readable distillation of his lifelong work. His ideas 
are thus readily accessible and serve as an excellent guideline 
for inner work on oneself. 

Let me quote Jung directly: 

From the beginning I had conceived my voluntary confron- 
tation with the unconscious as a scientific experiment which 
I myself was conducting and in whose outcome I was vital- 
ly interested. Today I might equally well say that it was an 
experiment which was being conducted on me. One of the 
greatest difficulties for me lay in dealing with my negative 
feelings. I was voluntarily submitting myself to emotions of 
which I could not really approve, and I was writing down 
fantasies which often struck me as nonsense, and toward 
which I had strong resistances... 

In order to grasp the fantasies which were stirring in me 
“underground,” I knew that I had to let myself plummet 
down into them, as it were. I felt not only violent resistance 
to this, but a distinct fear. For I was afraid of losing 
command of myself and becoming a prey to the 
fantasies--and as a psychiatrist I realized only too well what 
that meant.’ 


As practicing professionals we, too, are subject to the fear 
Jung describes--the fear of losing control. And yet, each of us

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Operates according to a particular and unique "design law" that 
we must ultimately obey in order to become whole. Jung touch- 
es on the mysterious path to wholeness later in his autobiogra- 


phy: 


He [man] must sense that he lives in a world which in some 
respects is mysterious; that things happen and can be expe- 
rienced which remain inexplicable; that not everything 
which happens can be anticipated. The unexpected and the 
incredible belong to this world. Only then is life whole. 
For me the world has from the beginning been infinite and 
ungraspable.” 


This is a beautiful way of describing the faith one must have in 
order to ‘experiment’ on oneself. There are no strict rules, no 
astrological signatures for the inner quest; this journey must be 
made alone. The difficulties, tests and mysteries encountered 
along the way cannot be solved by recourse to formulae, but 
only by opening oneself to the experience itself, and trusting 
the 'unexpected and incredible’ as it appears. 

Each of us operates according to a particular schematic 
altered and flavored by unique childhood conditions and family 
heritage, broadly sketched in the natal horoscope. Yet we are 
sure to encounter unknown 'demons'--individual and 
collective—as we journey deeper into ourselves. The astrologi- 
cal chart cannot be used to fathom the ‘inexplicable’ in ad- 
vance. Neither can the chart provide more than very general 
guidelines for navigating this inner world, nor for identifying 
the particulars of the animus, anima, and other inner figures. 
To come to know oneself, we must go beyond the scope of the 
chart into the realm of the ‘infinite and ungraspable.' 

I am addressing the following ideas to women. Men are in 
no way excluded, but men and women are different. I am a 
woman; what I have learned is from a woman's perspective, a 
woman's mind and being, and from a personal voyage that 
spanned seven years of my life. 

Women want to fix things: relationships, people, wars. We

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want control, security, order and calm. Yet we often find that 
instead of meeting these simple needs, we end up angry with 
ourselves--anger springing from frustration and powerlessness. 

The anger may also stem directly from a primary relation- 
ship--a backlash from the attempt to cast our inner male image 
on another person. 

This inner male is a jewel-like dynamic energy source with 
many facets. The animus is part of the universal flow of energy 
and can assume many different forms. It reflects family herit- 
age and childhood conditioning, and it is affected by changes in 
cultural and social mores, by epochal rhythms. by peace and 
war. 

Men seem uneasy these days. This may be partly due to 
women's recent recognition of and reaction to centuries-old 
patterns and customs. But times are changing rapidly; a new era 
is opening before us. Men, who orient their energy on the 
future, find themselves facing an abyss--a chaotic unknown. 
Comfortable in their aspirations and roles only two decades 
ago, men are now faced with a struggle to maintain equilibrium 
in our fast-changing world. 

The animus reflects masculine uncertainty and confusion. 
In some cases this will take the form of submerged hostility 
toward the woman within whom it [he/they] resides. If we try 
to ignore, dominate or control the animus, we may run head- 
long into resistance arising from the collective. We then risk 
becoming the victim of internally-generated sabotage when we 
least expect it, or when we are weak and vulnerable. This is 
also the little voice that tells us we are no good, that we have 
no business doing such-and-such, that our place is in the home, 
in the family, that we "don't deserve" whatever it is we are 
trying to achieve, or that the misery we feel “serves us right." 

We can make friends with the animus; establish a comfort- 
ing and reassuring dialogue and reach toward male/female 
harmony within ourselves. We can acquaint the animus with the 
creative side of chaos, with the 'knowing' beyond all unknowns 
(faith), and with the virtue of patience. It is particularly impor- 
tant to tell our inner male companion[s] how we feel, as it 
[he/they] is logic-driven and disarrayed by the emotional realm 
so familiar to us women. Although astrology curries little favor 
with the animus, a careful review of natal Mars, Sun and 
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Uranus and/or their transit activity is an excellent preparation 
for understanding his side of things in these meetings. 

As inner equilibrium is established, our need for and 
dependence on males in physical form becomes more refined 
and wholesome. The temptation to judge, control or dominate a 
man decreases; he becomes a fellow human, subject to the same 
vicissitudes of life as we—-no longer a white knight in tarnished 
armor, or implacable enemy, but a fellow traveler. This does 
not diminish the love relationship in any way; it makes for a 
much fuller and more natural expression of love, unhampered 
by the fear of loss. 

Transformative work involves painful setbacks. The pain 
is a signal that something needs to be worked loose, uprooted, 
eradicated. While the pain can be terrific and even life- 
threatening at times, it also disappears quickly once it is seen 
for what it is: a signal. It usually relates to either a control or 
an ego issue, rooted in unresolved fear. Associating the pain 
with another person's behavior, addiction, actions, attitudes, 
etc. only intensifies and prolongs the suffering. Pain indicates 
the need for root work--Plutonic--so dead matter and obstruc- 
tions can be cleared away for the spiritual energy that waits to 
flower. 

This transformative work may be the reason we sometimes 
gravitate towards relationships that tend to be destructive, 
unhealthy, abusive, etc. We are drawn to the truth--the 
light--but often through the tortuous tunnel of the horrible, the 
ugly and the dark within ourselves. When our dark side is 

. projected on another, we find ourselves attracted, like the moth 
to the flame, to that very person who is able to act out our own 
angry and frustrated animus. 

‘As we grow in strength and awareness, we learn to forgive 
the other person[s] in our lives, and to concentrate on ‘fixing’ 
ourselves; to thank the other[s] for contributing to our healing 
process; to appreciate them, even in the darkest hours ofa 
relationship. While ‘the other' is most often a man, a woman 
may also act out an unconscious animus projection, particularly 
if she is preoccupied with the achievement of traditional male 
goals. We may feel an immense sense of betrayal and bewil- 
derment in this case. 

There is no rule against taking a breather if a relationship 
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is proving difficult, there is no rule against turning away from 
it, taking time to reflect, to disengage, to go out and play. It is 
precisely when we are having the most difficult times that a 
dialogue with our animus is so curative and refreshing. The 
animus thrives on feeling contact, on emotional intensity. 
Another perspective results, a feeling of wholeness, a sense of 
at-one-ness and renewal. 

We have every reason to work on ourselves during this last 
decade of the century. We can hear the crying need in our- 
selves and our relationships, in world-wide social discontent; 
we can see it in the condition of our planet and its atmosphere. 
Men need us. The planet needs us; we need ourselves, our 
whole selves. The animus knows this. It wants acceptance, 
recognition, respect--just as men do--just as we do. 

This practical application of the transcendental and collec- 
tive power in our charts--the range of Uranus, Neptune and 
Pluto, and their extension through our lives into the 
world--must become our first priority during this transitional 
period. 

We must recognize the importance of this work on our- 
selves, aS women, and set aside time to do it. If we need to turn 
away from research on others’ cases (chart analysis), from 
counseling and helping, from writing and publishing to do this 
work, so be it. While we have the astrological tools at our 
disposal and bookstore shelves are brimming with the pop 
psychology references necessary, nothing equals the power of 
the wisdom and knowledge we carry unseen and ignored within 
us--the animus.

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ADMISSIONS TO AN INTENSIVE CARE UNIT

In just over a year, from Monday, 4th February, 1963 until 
Wednesday, 18th March, 1964, there were 254 admissions to 
an intensive care unit (ICU) in Oxford, England. Dr. A. Barr’ 
of the Oxford Regional Hospital Board collected the arrival 
times. He was "interested in learning if there were any system- 
atic variations in the arrival rate, especially any that might be 
relevant in planning future administration." The data, as pub- 
lished, is listed in the addendum. 

My interest in this data was piqued by the following 
day-of-week variation:

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Tuesday's count is statistically significant”. This day and 
Saturday had the most arrivals. These are the days named after 
Mars and Saturn, the two malefic planets. By contrast, Thurs- 
day, Sunday and Friday, the days traditionally associated with 
the health-giving planets, had the least arrivals. 

For today's astrologer, the natural 24-hour day begins with 
sunrise. Table 2 gives the number of admissions by the astro- 
logical day, and compares this to the usual weekday.

* A single asterisk indicates that the particular value should occur by chance in the 
data only once in twenty similar analyses (the odds against it are 19-to-1); it may 
not be truly meaning ful--this could after all be the hypothetical twentieth time—but 
we'll keep our eyes on it. 

** Two asterisks says there is a one-in-a-hundred likelihood sucha result resulted 
from random fluctuations in the data, suggesting we really could be onto to some- 
thing. 

*** Three asterisks, 1-in-1,000, should indicate we've found the researcher's pot 
of gold, but unfortunately it usually points to an error in logic or calculation.

The change to Friday's count may be unexpected. As it hap- 
pens, this does not contradict the idea that malefics are associ- 
ated with arrivals at the ICU.

It is well known that the planets associated with each 
weekday, and the names given to each day of the week, are 
related to the sequence of Planetary Hours. Each hour, com- 
mencing at dawn on Saturday, is associated with one of the 
seven classical bodies. The classical seven are allocated in the 
unvarying order of their average daily motion: Saturn, Jupiter, 
Mars, Sun, Venus, Mercury, and Moon. After the Moon-hour 
comes the next Saturn hour, and so on. The seven planets go 
into a day's twenty-four hours three times, with three hours 
remaining. Because of this remainder, the planet ruling the 
dawn hour on any particular day is always the third body after 
the previous day's dawn ruler. And each day is named for the 
planet that rules its dawn hour. 

The Planetary Hour system goes back a long way. It may 
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have been used in early Egypt and Chaldea. In ancient Babylon 
the most conspicuous feature was the legendary Tower of 
Babel, in actuality the temple of Marduk, a square tower of 
seven diminishing levels. These levels were painted in the 
colors of the planets. The lowest level was black for Saturn; 
then brown-red for Jupiter; rose-red for Mars; gold for the Sun; 
white-gold for Venus; dark blue for Mercury; and the top-most 
level silver for the Moon.’ This sequence is, of course, exactly 
the same as the one used for the Planetary Hours. 

It may be less well known that each night also has its own 
planetary ruler. This is the body that rules the sunset-hour, the 
thirteenth seasonal-hour* after dawn. 

Table 3 lists the astrological day and night rulers, together 
with counts of arrivals at the ICU. The unexpected additional 
counts for the dawn-beginning Friday, observed in Table 2, can 
now be seen to have occurred during the Mars' night, after 
sunset on Friday. 

In Table 3, the Moon has a relatively high count for its 
diurnal period, while its nocturnal count is quite low. This may 
relate to the old Horary aphorism that says she is a benefic at 
night, but uncomfortable in the day. However, it is more likely 
to be due to the fact that an arrival at the ICU can occur in two 
ways: coming from a pre-planned operation or as an emergen- 
cy. The relatively high count during the day on Mondays can 
then be related to previously-planned operations, likely to be 
scheduled early in the surgeon's working week. The same 
reasoning may also explain the relatively high number of arriv- 
als during Tuesday's daylight hours. It does not, however, 
explain the count on Tuesday night which is greater than the 
sum of the arrivals on the nights on either side of it, Monday 
and Wednesday nights; neither does it explain the high count in 
the 24-hour period beginning at sunset Friday. The latter value ‘ 
is doubtless due to another factor: an increase in social activity.

4. The Planctary Hours are Seasonal Hours. They are of two types: Diurnal and 
Nocturnal. A diurnal seasonal hour is a twelfth of the length ofa day's light (sun- 
rise to sunset) on a specific day and at a specific latitude. A nocturnal seasonal 
hour is a twelfth of the period of darkness (sunset to sunrise) at that place and time.

In Table 4, the twelve-hour periods, both diurnal and 
nocturnal, ruled by Mars and Saturn have relatively high 
counts; both are statistically significant. The fewest arrivals 
occur in those periods ruled by those bodies traditionally con- 
sidered helpful in health matters: Sun, Venus and Jupiter. The 
Sun's count is particularly low. 

An obvious next step is to take counts for each planetary 
hour. For this each of the 254 charts was calculated with 24 
pseudo-Alcabitius houses, and the “house” position of the Sun 
in each was tallied. The counts of these "Sun-houses" are listed 
in Table 5, where the 254 arrivals have been split across the 
week's 168 hours. Were the arrivals spread randomly over the 
hours, we would expect a value of 1 or 2 in each of the cells as 
254/168 = 1.5. A value of 4 would usually be considered as 
significantly greater than expectation but, with 168 cells in- 
volved, we must expect the table to contain eight or nine values 
of 4, simply by chance. There are also potential timing errors 
in the data, which will be discussed later. For these reasons, 
only the counts at or just-after sunset on Tuesday (in the 12th- 
14th hours) should be considered truly significant.

In Table 6, the big count is for Saturn's hours in Mars’ 
days (expected = 7.125). Virtually all of the relatively-high 
count for the other large count, the Moon's hours on Tuesdays, 
came in the 12th hour, around sunset as the Mars-day ends and 
Saturn's night begins--perhaps these should be considered as 
additional Saturn-hours on the Mars day! 

Sunset or just-thereafter on Tuesdays has been empha- 
sized. Is this meaningful or can it be a function of a pre-planned 
operating schedule? Obviously, the time on the clock for sunset 
varies during the year. 

Table 7 compares the counts of arrivals to the ICU by 
planetary hours against those of similar clock hours, the latter 
expressed both in GMT and in the actual clock time (summer 
time was operative from 31st March-27th October, 1963). The 
comparison is, however, inconclusive. The patterns are not too 
dissimilar. The low counts in the two hours from 3-4:59 P.M. 
match those for planetary hours 10 and 11. Larger numbers 
arrive at the ICU from 5 P.M. onwards. There is not, however, 
a large single hour's bunching that directly relates to Planetary 
Hour #12's high count. Neither is the count of arrivals in the 
time period 6-8:59 P.M. as large as it is in the corresponding 
Planetary Hours, #13-15. And note the difference in the totals: 
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for the six planetary hours about sunset we have 29 arrivals, yet 
in the corresponding period as indicated by the ICU clock, 3- 
8:59 P.M., there were just 22! We must be cautious, we are 
dealing with very small numbers. In the absence of more 
background knowledge, we must suspect the presence of a non- 
astrological cause; but Table 7 gives no clear indication of this.

This is an appropriate place to identify the problems in the 
data. A cursory examination of the recorded times listed in the 
addendum shows a potential problem. More than half of the arrivals 
are timed on the hour or half-hour. Table 8 is a frequency distribu- 
tion of the minutes when arrivals are reported. 

There is clearly much rounding error, a large proportion of the 
arrival times may have been misrecorded by at least fifteen minutes, 
The times recorded from February to July, 1963 are particularly 
questionable; after August the accuracy appears to improve. The 
data is not worthless, but it must be treated with caution. 

The range of Zodiacal positions (including retrograde 
placements) occupied by the planets and Lunar Node during the 
period being studied are shown in Table 9.

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The timing errors can be side-stepped, but the short dis- 
tances traveled by most of the planets present a major difficul- 
ty. There are also other problems. Because it is unusual to 
have as complete a data set as this, one in which we know the 
times for every event and, by definition, the times for every 
non-event, other researchers may be interested in working with 
it. To aid them, a listing of obvious problems follows: 


— 


. The data is for arrivals at an Intensive Care Unit. It is not 
for the time when an injury occurred, or for when there was 
surgery. Most, probably all, of these arrival times relate to 
people who were previously in the operating theater. There 
is not necessarily a constant time interval between the arrival 
at the ICU and the earlier trauma. 

2. Arrivals at the ICU probably result from both pre-scheduled 
operations and emergencies. These cannot be separated. 

. Pre-scheduled operations do not appear to occur throughout 
the day or throughout the week. Hence the house position of 
the Sun (also that of Mercury and Venus) is misleading. 

4. Emergencies may relate to increasing or decreasing social 
activity. This includes those times when people are most 
frequently traveling. 

5. The absence of any arrivals on any particular day or period, 
there were no arrivals in the third week of July, may be 
because of vacation or staff sickness. Potential arrivals may 
have been sent to another ICU at this time. 

6. Data is provided only for 58% weeks, hence only the Sun, 
Moon, Mercury and Venus may be evaluated in terms of 
their Zodiac position and aspects; but note Point #5. The 
Zodiac positions of Mercury and Venus, and to some extent 
their aspects, are dependent on the Sun's. 

7. The house positions of the slower-moving bodies are unduly 
biased. This is due to the variable rates of different ascend- 
ing signs combined with incomplete circuits of the Zodiac by 
several of the bodies. 

. Most of these problems should be easily by-passed by 
comparing the data for non-arrivals against that of the arriv- 
als. However, because the recorded arrival times do not 
appear to be always exact, the times of non-arrivals are only 
tentative.

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An example of the problems inherent in this data can be 
seen from an examination of Table 10, which lists the Azimuth 
positions of the Sun, Moon, planets and Node. Azimuth was 
used as it is this measure avoids the problem defined at #7 
above. The circle has been split into twelve groups, each span- 
ning 30° of azimuth. The 30° Group that is labeled 'W-1' in 
Table 10 represents the first thirty degrees, starting at due west 
and moving in a northerly direction. Groups W-1, W-2 and W- 
3 thus represent the northwest quadrant. For example, in Table 
10 the azimuth distribution of Mars appears to be particularly 
significant. This is diagramed in Fig.1. Mars occurs very 
frequently in the 135°-arc that extends from 45° south of due 
east through to due west, much less often in other directions.

There is, however, a 93.5% correlation (measured in 
circular terms) between the azimuth position of Mars and that 
of the Sun at the time of these ICU arrivals. If we know the 
azimuth of the Sun, we usually know the approximate position 
in azimuth of Mars--a correlation of 100% would indicate there 
is always an exact relationship between the two bodies. At first 
sight this appears exciting, there is a close relationship, hence 
aspect, between the azimuths of the Sun and Mars at the time of 
these ICU arrivals. However, the azimuth of the Sun itself is, 
to a certain extent, defined by the pre-planned working hours of 
the operating theater from which most, if not all of these arriv- 
als come. Hence the apparently significant placement of Mars is 
in turn a function of these pre-planned operations. 

Each of the other seemingly skewed distributions in Table 
10 can be similarly explained. The single body not obviously 
biased because of the muddling of pre-planned and emergency 
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arrivals, the Moon, has a particularly meaningless distribution. 
This is so also for the Moon's aspects to the Sun: the frequency 
of waxing and waning moons is about the same. The Moon's 
distribution by sign is also not significant; it occurs most fre- 
quently (28 times) in Scorpio, least in Capricorn (15), Cancer 
(17), and Pisces (19). 

Where do we go from here?

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The most arrivals at the ICU on any single day was four. 
This occurred on Tuesday, 3rd December 1963. One of the 
charts for this day is illustrated below at Figure 2. There were 
also eight days each with three arrivals. On eight of these nine 
"high-occurrence days" there was a close major configuration 
(often two) in the sky--on the day with four admissions it was 
Sun square Uranus. At 25 of the 28 stated arrival times, there 
was a Close partile aspect, usually involving an angle. The key 
factors in these twenty-eight charts are given in Table 11.

The above chart is a fairly typical example of the 254 
arrival charts. It occurs at what seems to be a key time, during 
Saturn's hour on a Mars day. And these two bodies are angu- 
lar: Saturn is close to the MC, while Mars (with Mercury) is 
setting. The chart clearly describes a traumatic moment. 
Another sample chart is given at Fig. 3.

From a statistical viewpoint, it is unfortunate that not all of 
the 254 arrival charts have Mars and Saturn angular. Yet, with 
very few exceptions--and these exceptions may be due to 
misrecording of the times--there are stressful configurations in 
each of the charts. This can be seen from Table 11's listing of 
the key aspects for the twenty-eight ICU arrivals on the nine 
"high-incidence" days. Only very tight aspects are listed there. 

We have to remember that each of these 254 arrivals is 
unique. Each did arrive at the same Intensive Care Unit, but 
there the similarity ends. There are presumably 254 different 
individuals involved, each with a different birth chart, each 
affected by different progressions and directions. Not everyone 
arrived for the same reason, medical or astrological. 

Unless we have a very large number of timings, extending 
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over a long-enough period so that several of the slower-moving 
bodies will have completed their Zodiacal orbits, the simple 
counting and tabulating of aspects between pairs of planets, and 
of the house and sign placements of the individual bodies is 
unlikely to be rewarding. The word useless is perhaps more 
appropriate. By a very large number, I mean several thousands 
of timings, preferably tens of thousands. And even then the 
outcome may be of little immediate value to the astrologer who 
is studying an individual's horoscope. 

We don't have several thousand arrival times, just 254. 
The next step in this analysis will be to continue in the direction 
Table 11 seems to indicate. This is to list for each chart the 
main configuration of the day, and also the specific close as- 
pects at the time of the arrival. Each of these different "com- 
posite planetary pictures" will be identified, together with the 
frequency of occurrence in the 58-week period, both for arriv- 
als and non-arrivals. A probability value will then be calculated 
for its effectiveness at arrival times. I'll inform you if anything 
of value or interest results from this project. 

Others may wish to examine the different charts. The data 
is provided. 


CONCLUSION 


1. The planetary hour system just may be alive and well in 
Oxford, England. The only significant result that cannot be 
immediately explained, even after results are adjusted to 
allow for timing errors, is that planetary hours involving the 
two malefics, Mars and Saturn, especially those hours 
around sunset on Tuesday when Saturn's night takes over 
from the Mars day, were associated with arrival at this 
Intensive care Unit during the period analyzed. It must, 
however, be appreciated that this apparent Tuesday-sunset 
phenomena could have a simple non-astrological explanation. 

2. Because of the confounding of emergency and pre-planned 
operations, the position of the Sun relative to the angles, and 
consequently of all bodies other than the Moon, together 
with their inter-aspects, can probably be explained by non- 
astrological causes. The placement of the Moon, by house, 
aspect and sign, appears to be random. 
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3. Due to the individuality of the person involved, and of the 
trauma for which intensive care is needed, the meaningful 
astrological configurations associated with an arrival at the 
ICU may differ from arrival to arrival. What may be 
common between the arrivals is the presence of a meaning- 
ful, although varying, astrological configuration. Preliminary 
analysis of days with a "high" arrival rate suggest this is so.

ADDENDUM 


The apparently significant finding of a high incidence of admis- 
sions to the Intensive Care Unit around sunset on Tuesdays was 
unexpected. Had something obvious been overlooked? I asked 
an experienced colleague, Michel Gauquelin, if he could spot 
any flaw in the analysis. The relevant part of his response, 
dated February 28, 1991, was as follows: 


"...Well, I read your paper and I did not see, at first 
glance, any obvious errors in logic. 

I agree with you that the results can be explained by the 
inclusion within the data of the pre-scheduled admissions to 
the ICU. 

The emphasis around sunset on Tuesdays is intriguing 
without doubt. Maybe, there is a simple explanation for 
that. I confess I don't see any. 

The best, of course, would be to replicate the experi- 
ment. But, with this kind of material, it is not easy to doa 
replication, exactly in the same conditions." 


Sadly, this was my last communication from Michel. His 
Parisian charm, patience, and bright intelligence will always 
remain a treasured memory. We can only hope that others will 
now build on his extraordinary research accomplishments.

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SATURN AND FEARS: 
NEUROSIS OR INNER WISDOM?! 


Donna Cunningham 


Saturn has to do with limits, and anything which causes us to 
move beyond our limits (or what we believe are our limits) will 
bring up fear. Yet, like the rings of Saturn, fears in themselves 
create limitations. As we look into the fears which limit our 
lives, we will discover a number of Saturn's negative 
traits--like negativity, perfectionism, rigidity, and unquestion- 
ing acceptance of authority. Just as Saturn has both positive and 
negative functions, we will find fear also serves positive pur- 
poses. 


FEAR AS THE GRANDDADDY OF ALL NEUROSES 

Fear is awful. When it strikes, we feel vulnerable and helpless. 
The body contracts, and the heart goes into spasm. The feeling 
is so uncomfortable, we'll do anything to hide from it. Thus, 
fear most often wears a mask. In defense, we run into compul- 
Sive activities, deaden ourselves by overindulgence, get sick, or 
freeze into apathy. When these attempts to hide become chron- 
ic, they take on the disguise of a problem, like a compulsion, 
addiction, or block. Freud's theory of neurosis stated that 
symptoms were attempts to relieve anxiety, and that anxiety 
always derived from repression. 

Fear is at the root of many self-defeating behaviors. The 
person who loses fifty pounds and rapidly gains it back doesn't 
do so out of a lack of will power, but out of terror of what it 
will mean to be thin. The ghetto-born student who wins a 
scholarship and then gets pregnant isn’t promiscuous but fright- 
ened of leaving her people behind to face an unknown world.

The promising writer who spends years avoiding the typewriter 
isn't lazy but scared of failure or of the creative process, which 
cannot be controlled. Fear's capacity to create other problems 
in its wake is the reason for this article. If we understand and 
overcome fear, other difficulties also begin to clear up. 


THE POSITIVE FUNCTION OF FEAR 

As Seth, the spirit guide in Jane Robert's book The Individual 
and the Nature of Mass Events, pointed out, fears--sometimes 
even seemingly irrational ones--can awaken the body if you 
have been too lethargic or in a rut. If you trust your nature, it is 
easier to trust such feelings. 

Seth also noted that fears have a positive origin and a 
useful purpose. All of them are appropriate at some point in our 
lives and serve a protective function. Fear is often wisdom 
arising from self-knowledge. For instance, if you cannot swim 
and you're reluctant to jump off the high diving board, the 
reluctance is merited. Many times, fear is not neurosis but 
inner wisdom, warning that you do not have the capability or 
experience to handle the situation. Inhibitions act as brakes, 
cautioning us against unwise or even dangerous actions. 

Fears keeps us from taking on more than we can handle. 
They are blocks the Higher Self erects to keep us from actions 
which would be disastrous before we developed sufficient 
maturity and self-discipline. There are generally good reasons 
for these feelings, if we analyze them, and thus we should pay 
attention to them. Inner wisdom is guiding us, sealing doors 
that shouldn't be opened yet. Saturn is timing, and fear may 
come from an inner awareness that the time isn't right. We 
remain immobilized until the proper condition or person ap- 
pears, without which the effort would fail. Saturn transits often 
provide the proper conditions or growth for moving through 
barriers. 

Thus, if blocked, get Saturnian. Analyze the concrete steps 
necessary to do the thing safely and well, and then get to work 
acquiring the tools or information. Only concrete preparation 
and disciplined effort can develop the necessary skills. Don't 
neglect positive Saturnian traits such as planning, preparation, 
and practice. After that, if you're still too afraid, respect your 
fear. The timing is not yet right. The preparation isn't wasted,

however, because no effort is ever wasted. Your work will 
make it that much easier to move ahead when it's time. You 
were practicing, that's all. There is not failure, only successive 
approximations of the goal. 

However, Saturn also shows rigidity and crystallization. 
Fear may outlast its usefulness and may generalize beyond the 
original unsafe situation into other similar situations. Excessive- 
ly anxious parents may short-circuit learning and leave us afraid 
to try. Perhaps when you were six or seven, fear served to 
warn of danger, but with age and experience, the situation is no 
longer beyond you. You learn, get additional skills, and yet the 
fear remains. The once appropriate warning is no longer appro- 
priate. 


HOW NEGATIVE SATURNIAN ATTITUDES 
CONTRIBUTE TO FEAR 


Each of Saturn's qualities is on a spectrum from positive to 
negative. The positive expressions are indispensable to accom- 
plishment; the negative ones make you afraid to try. For in- 
stance, the useful attributes of caution and careful assessment 
can become an immobilizing anxiety. Let's look at how Saturn 
traits which have shifted down to the negative end of the spec- 
trum contribute to fear. Behind these traits lie certain ideas, so 
overcoming barriers may require changing attitudes, perhaps by 
repeated affirmations. 


CRYSTALLIZATION: When we are too crystallized into old 
forms, we're afraid to try something new. Change is a matter 
of breaking down old patterns and creating new ones. The 
overly crystallized person is fearful that change means form- 
lessness and lack of structure, rather than trusting more appro- 
priate structures to evolve. Even jellyfish and amoebas have 
limits to their formlessness. 


RIGIDITY: When thinking patterns become too rigid, we tend 
to resist new ideas. "This is the way it's always been and this is 
the way it must be." There are many ways to look at any situa- 
tion, but rigid perceptions and definitions limit our effective- 
ness at problem solving. If we believe there's only one way, 
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our belief limits us to one method. If that method doesn't work, 
we're stopped for as long as we persist in thinking that way. 


PESSIMISM/NEGATIVITY: One of the greatest obstacles to 
accomplishment is the self-fulfilling prophecy of failure. Per- 
haps you did fail at some point, but that doesn't take into 
account your capacity to learn from mistakes. Greater experi- 
ence and knowledge enables mature individuals to accomplish 
things they couldn't do in youth. In fact, areas of your chart 
touched by Saturn are precisely those where you're a late 
bloomer. Projections of failure, however, make you afraid to 


try. 


PERFECTIONISM: Perfectionism is a big inhibitor for the 
Saturnian--and for all of us in the Saturn areas of the chart. 
Research has shown that perfectionists accomplish far less than 
those who are able to tolerate mistakes and imperfections. 
Moreover, perfectionism is highly arrogant. There's hidden 
conceit that says you're such a rare jewel that you shouldn't 
have to learn from mistakes like the rest of us mortals. Your 
efforts, from the word go, should be flawless. This demand 
paralyzes you, because it's so grandiose as to be impossible, 
and you're afraid even to try. The only way to get to the top of 
the mountain without sweating is to be born there. 


REVERENCE FOR AUTHORITY FIGURES: Many fears are 
based on critical judgments by authority figures. We accept 
their assessments of our abilities as gospel and thus limit our- 
selves. These authorities, who seem omnipotent to us as chil- 
dren, are fallible human beings, full of fears of their own. 
Many of our worries were programmed in us by our parents. 
For example, if daddy, for reasons best known to him, 
grew up scared of sex, he cannot help but communicate that to 
us, so that it becomes our own fear. If mommy was afraid to let 
you do anything rugged with your body--who knows, maybe 
you were a sickly tot--you might see physical activities as 
dangerous and avoid them. Even though the fear may have been 
perfectly valid at one point, it continues after it is no longer 
valid. When your mother was young, death in childbirth may 
have been very common, and she may have had loved ones die 
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while giving birth. You may have taken on her concern, con- 
sciously or unconsciously, and may be afraid to give birth, even 
though modern methods make it safe. Yet fear creates constric- 
tion, so fear of delivery may actually make labor more difficult. 

Metaphysics teaches that what we consistently imagine in 
our minds can be shaped into reality. Saturn is both fear and 
concrete form, and the fears we dwell on, we can bring into 
being. Parental prophecies are often self-fulfilling. If Mrs. 
Smith constantly worries that little Johnny will turn out to be a 
drunk like her brother, whom he resembles, her behavior 
communicates this, and his character is formed by that concern. 
Your parents’ fears can ultimately become reality, unless you 
recognize them as illusion. 

In order to stop living out your parents’ fears, come to see 
mom and dad as mortals. Know that what their imagination told 
them about you twenty years ago has no bearing on the individ- 
ual you're becoming now, unless you allow those ideas to limit 
you. It would help to write an inventory of things your parents 
feared, both for themselves and for you. Your Saturn signs and 
aspects--as well as theirs—would give clues. 


THE EITHER/OR SYNDROME: In their desire to make every- 
thing concrete and categorizable, Saturnians make fixed judg- 
ments about things that aren't fixed at all. A thing is either gold 
or it isn't, says the Saturnian, and he's right. A thing is either 
awfully perfect or it's perfectly awful, says the Saturnian, and 
he's wrong. He thinks he's either good or bad, capable or 
incapable, deserving or undeserving, and that's his reality, 
permanent and unchanging, until he's reborn with a whole new 
chart. Material goods like gold can be measured and graded but 
human traits and abilities are telative, changing, and evolving. 
The Saturnian often leaves no room for evolution--if the first 
painting isn't museum quality, he's obviously not cut out to be 
an artist, so there's no point going on. With a judge and jury 
like that looking over his shoulder, of course he's afraid to try. 


DELIBERATE FAILURE AS A TOOL 

Terror of making mistakes was tormenting a child we'll call 
Kevin, a bright and appealing seven-year-old referred to me at 
the psychiatric clinic. Although he was the smartest child in the 
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Kevin's Solar Chart: 29th April 1974. 


class and a walking encyclopedia of facts, Kevin would panic 
each time the teacher introduced a new unit. He would throw 
himself on the floor, crying like a baby. Obviously, at the age 
of seven, he'd be having a Saturn square to its original position. 
He further clued me into this by spontaneously drawing me a 
picture of the planet Saturn. His time of birth was not available, 
but he was born on 4/29/74, and his solar chart is shown 
above. It has a Mars Saturn conjunction in insecure cancer, 
squared by Pluto in Libra. with this combination, there is 
extreme fear of failure, coupled with the belief that it might 
cause him to lose his mother's love. 

The treatment strategy I hit upon to allay Kevin's fear of 
failure was to have him fail deliberately. Each week, I made up 
a test of extremely simple material, but the only way he could 
get an A on it was to get 100 percent wrong answers. We 
would prepare for the test by rhythmically clapping and chant- 
ing, "I don't have to be perfect. It's okay to make a mistake." 
Then I would correct the test sternly, shaking my head, making 
big red marks over each wrong answer as he giggled delighted- 
ly. I would proudly display his failures on my office wall. After 
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a couple of months, Kevin no longer threw tantrums in class 
and was much more relaxed. 

The solution, although intuitively arrived at, was homeo- 
pathic--using failure to cure the fear of failure. Perhaps you can 
adapt the same idea to overcome some of your own fears. It 
especially helps with the fear of looking ridiculous if you fail or 
make a mistake. The worst has already happened, so you can 
go ahead and try.

The Astrology of the Macrocosm, edited by Joan McEvers. 
Published by Llewellyn Publications. 1990. 403 pages, soft- 
bound. $19.95. 

The fifth of Llewellyn's New World Astrology Antholo- 
gies is subtitled New Directions in Mundane Astrology. Its 
appearance was well timed, following shortly after the major 
changes in Eastern Europe in 1989-90 that culminated in the 
October 1990 Re-Unification of Germany. Eleven astrologers 
write on different mundane aspects: Nicholas Campion, Caro- 
line Casey, Steve Cozzi, Jimm Erickson, Judy Johns, Jim 
Lewis, Chris McRae, Richard Nolle, Marc Penfield, Diana 
Rosenberg, and Nancy Soller. The subjects covered include 
Nostradamus, Earthquakes, Ingresses, Lunations when the 
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Moon is closest to the Earth, Geodetic angles, the Aquarian 
Age, Astro*Carto*Graphy, Weather forecasting, the ending of 
the Romanov rule in Russia, and predictions of the next cen- 
tury's cultural evolution. To these the editor adds charts and 
data of some of the major events that took place in 1989 and 
1990. This reviewer was particularly impressed by the com- 
pleteness of Diana Rosenberg's coverage of the astrological 
significators of earthquakes. Steve Cozzi's analysis of some 
quatrains by Nostradamus is fascinating. Without exception, 
each of the articles Joan McEvers has collected here is very 
readable. --KWG

Cycles of Destiny by Ronald C. Davison. Published by The

Students could do a lot worse than buy and study at the 
feet of such an imaginative and tireless astrologer. I was excited 
when I first read the contents page by the many new vistas for 
exploration. It will take a lot of work to do justice to the book. 
It is a pity that RCD did not live in the computer age--because 
of the tedium of calculating by hand he restricted himself to one 
subject for his examples. 

The Annual New Moon and the Annual Sunrise charts are 
the two that took my eye for initial research. The duodecimal is 
not as appealing especially when quarti-solars have been de- 
scribed as weak by those who have investigated them, for 
example, see J. Eshelman's Interpreting Solar Returns.

The listing by Davison of the Synodical Lunation is re- 
freshing as little attention has been paid to any of the synodical 
maps. Originally the lack of interest was due to the average 
astrologer's difficulties with the calculations yet, although they 
are included nowadays in good computer programs, they 
remain comparatively neglected. Dymock Brose, editor of the 
Astrologer's Forum, is a staunch supporter of this type of chart. 

Davison's discussion of Time is a welcome and thought- 
provoking inclusion. I found this to be stimulating and his in- 
sistence throughout the book to regard forward and converse 
charts as equally valid is a timely reminder to those who ignore 
them. Because of this viewpoint, Davison was obliged to 
propose an ingenious solution to the non-coincidence of the 
forward and converse return days for some charts such as the 
Annual New Moon and Annual Sunrise horoscopes. I have not 
as yet investigated these synthetic figures but I will be interest- 
ed to do so. 

A further item in this book which attracted my attention 
was his reference to the Pre-Natal Epoch, which he valued 
highly. 

Cycles of Destiny is worthy to take its place alongside the 
other books on the subject of Returns by such authors as Fil- 
bey, Eshelman and Merriman. Certainly it has as much, if not 
more, to offer as any of them.

Astrological Counseling, edited by Joan McEvers. Published by 
Llewellyn Publications. 1990. 291 Pages, softbound. $19.95. 
Astrologers used to "read" a client's horoscope, now they 
use it as an aid for "counseling." The difference is more than 
simply a change in nomenclature. We have become increasingly 
aware of the psychological reactions that can be involved when 
we sit across from another and try to explain the astrological 
factors effecting him or her. It just isn't as simple as we once 
believed. The client may be represented by glyphs drawn 
within a paper circle, but in reality this is a person of flesh and 
blood, with feelings, problems and dreams. We must explain 
our findings, and do so in a positive, non-damaging manner. 
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There are many books on how to interpret a horoscope; far 
too few on how to present this interpretation to another. 

The writers in this book consider reading someone's chart, 
not matter how cursory the reading, to be an act of counseling, 
not to be taken lightly. It can, and should, provide the "client" 
with important insights into why particular reactions occur at 
specific times, but its main purpose is to help the other person 
understand better who he or she is--as the subtitle says, it is The 
Path to Self-Actualization. All too frequently, a reading is treat- 
ed as a parlor game, an entertainment. What is intended as a 
curiosity, a play, can mislead and even damage. That it may 
damage Astrology, although irritating, is not too important; that 
it may be fallacious and harmful to the client is reprehensible. 
Yet where does the would-be astrological counselor receive 
training? 

Joan McEvers has persuaded ten experienced, professional 
counselors to explain many of the Do's and Don'ts of astrologi- 
cal counseling. The authors are Ginger Chalford, Donna 
Cunningham, Doris Hebel, Bill Herbst, Susan Jackson, Gray 
Keen, Eileen Nauman, David Pond, Maritha Pottenger, and 
Donald Weston. 

The direction present-day counselors are taking is demon- 
strated by Maritha Pottenger in her essay on Potent, Personal 
Astrological Counseling. She tells us that accurately relating a 
particular planetary combination to a specific event or phase in 
life isn't such a clever act as the tyro astrologer may imagine; 
in doing so, the possibility of ever discovering other reactions 
to the same indicator, perhaps at other times in the life, may 
become completely lost. This reviewer was impressed by each 
of the contributions in this nicely-blended anthology.

Cycles of Time, Charting the Mood Swings of America by 
Jacqueline C. Whyte. Published by Manifest Press, South 
Hamilton, MA. 1989. 157 pages, paperback. $11.95. 

The author examines the movement of Uranus through 
pairs of houses in the 7°-Gemini-rising Independence chart. 
Uranus is considered to define the mood of the country because 
of its position at 9° Gemini, close to the rising degree. The

Uranus transit, we're told, defines six different mood cycles, 
which alternate from rest to active, operating over the 84-year 
cycle. The length of each mood depends on the time Uranus 
takes to pass through the two houses involved. According to 
this theory, the present 1989-1998 cycle, during which Uranus 
is transiting the chart's VIIIth and IXth houses is an active 
(breaking down and building up) phase and can be compared 
directly to the previous transits of 1821-1830 and 1905-1914. 
There is obviously much sense in this approach and other 
mundane astrologers would do well to take it into account when 
making predictions. Thought-provoking and nicely written.

Primary Directions, A Primer of Calculation by M. J. Makran- 
sky. Guatemala. Self-published, 1990. 130 pp + 8 addenda, 51 
illustrations, paper. $25.00. 

A thorough description of the techniques and calculations 
involved in primaries. All types of directions are covered, and 
there is a clear explanation of how to equate arcs of direction to 
time. Twelve house systems are evaluated and how to calculate 
primary directions in each System is clarified. Just about every 
arc of direction that has ever been seriously suggested is 
examined: arcs in longitude, declination and RA, solar arcs, 
ascendant and vertical arcs, together with symbolic, zodiacal, 
mundane, field plane, and azimuth directions. There are also 
chapters on Arabian Parts and Fixed Stars. The tables of the 
stellar oblique ascensions and descensions at 0° to 60° North 
latitude, at 5° intervals, will be most useful to all astrologers, 
whether they use primary directions or not. This booklet is 
clearly written and it should be a very useful and frequently 
referenced addition to any serious astrologer's bookshelf, even 
in the present PC age.

A wonderful book that was previously published in Eng- 
land in 1978 and is now available for the first time here in the 
U.S. This is a beautifully written introduction to the Seven 
Rays of unfoldment and the planets associated with them. The 
writer is the elder daughter of Grace Cooke, the channel of the 
spirit teacher White Eagle and the founder of the White Eagle 
Lodge, an international organization in which spiritual unfold- 
ment is seen as a process of growing understanding which 
comes through living in a positive spiritual way. Joan Hodgson 
explains that the different planes of consciousness, and the 
invisible bodies within which man functions, vibrate in harmo- 
ny with the different planets. The astrology presented in this 
book may not seem complex--really there's not much more than 
a description of each of the ten planets--but the depth of under- 
standing of Astrology's basic cornerstones is profound.

A well written book that explains the rationale for the 
present interest in using the heliocentric positions of the pla- 
nets, either by themselves or combined together in the same 
chart with the geocentric bodies.

Life Cycles, The Astrology of Inner Space & Its Application to 
the Rhythms of Life by Bill Anderton. Published by Llewellyn 
Publications. 1990. Paperback, 157 pages. $9.95. 

On page 148 the author asks: "Do the positions of the stars 
and planets and the relationships between them determine, or 
even affect, the personality and life of the individual?" His 
answer is "No...Astrological influences do not come from 
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outside us--they stem from within, from inner, not outer 
space." 

Inner Guide Meditation merged with astrological symbol- 
ism. Other than some basic astrology symbolism, there is a 
description of the eightfold phases of the Moon, the year's sea- 
sonal cycle, the twelve seven-year periods of Uranus, and 
various meditation exercises relating to these. There is nothing 
technical, no calculations, no explanation of how to erect or use 
a birth chart, but lots of intuition. 

I don't disagree with the Concepts of Inner Guide Medita- 
tion, but this book suffers by comparison with Joan Hodgson's 
Astrology, the Sacred Science, see above. Both books may be 
grouped within the classification of Esoteric Astrology, both 
are well written, both are joint publications with an English 
publisher, both... the comparison starts to flag. Joan Hodgson's 
book has a depth that is missing here. Subscribers to Considera- 
tions are unlikely to learn anything from this book. However, it 
could just be a suitable gift for that head-in-the-clouds relative 
or friend--the one with the beads—-who intuitively identifies Sun 
signs but has never yet found time to take an astrology course.

Astrology and Vibrational Healing by Donna Cunningham. 
Published by Cassandra Press, San Rafael, CA. 1988. Paper- 
back, 168 pages. $9.95. 

One of three books by this author dealing with Saturn and 
the outer planets. The triad were originally conceived as a 
single book but "there was too much material to fit in a single 
volume." The present cheery, insightful book deals with some 
of the mental and physical problems we associate with Saturn 
and Uranus. Various New Age healing tools are suggested as 
being helpful. Rigidity, fear, perfectionisim, and depression are 
associated with Saturn; irreverence, individuation, Separation, 
and perpetual adolescence are related to the accident-prone * 
nature of the Uranus. The vibrational healing tools include the 
use of color, clearing the chakras, chants, rosaries, and flower 
Temedies. 

Although astrology is generally used to define the prob- 
lem, and the vibrational healing tools to resolve it, the author's 
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approach is basically homeopathic. Her principle is that like 
will cure like. “If fear of public speaking gets in the way of 
success (both Saturn-related difficulties), the remedy is also 
Saturnian--make a detailed plan of what you are going to say 
and practice, practice, practice." 

The nine-tenths of the book that concentrates on the astrol- 
ogy of Saturn and Uranus is excellent. There are many percep- 
tive observations. The various chart studies include Julio Igle- 
sias, Bob Dylan, Rick Nelson, Debra Winger, Princess Grace 
‘and several other accident victims; Abraham Lincoln, Senator 
Thomas Eagleton, and other depressives; Evel Knieval and 
several other bikers, the perpetual adolescents. 

With one exception, this reviewer cannot comment on the 
appropriateness of the various healing tools described here. The 
exception, Bach Flower Remedies, are astonishingly effective. 
On that basis, the other tools cannot be dismissed lightly. How 
to use them relative to various symptoms is clearly specified. 

There's much more in this book than there appears at first 
glance. It is strongly recommended for those who wish to gain 
a better insight into some of the effects of Saturn and Uranus. 

A brief extract of part of one of the several chapters on 
Saturn begins on page 63 of this issue.

Software review: Eclipse paths at a reasonable cost. 

The Suntracker Plus program produces the best printed 
eclipse- path charts available from any software program today. 
The program will determine eclipse seasons, the elements of the 
eclipse, and draw a color map of the path of totality and 
shadow on earth on EGA-VGA screens. The globe is rotated so 
that the observer is looking down at the eclipse path from 
space. So, an eclipse through North America shows only the 
continent, not the whole globe. A path through the North Pole 
shows the path from a point above the pole, etc. The program 
calculates eclipse elements accurate to within 12 miles on the 
Earth's surface. (Accuracy to within one mile can be obtained 
via the company's EclipseMaster software.) Tabular data in- 
cludes central line location, width, duration of totality, solar 
altitude, date and Saros number. The program will accept as 
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input the Saros number of an eclipse series which enables the 
user to look at all of the eclipses in a series sequentially. A 
table of the Saros series from 5729 BC to 6627 AD is included 
for reference. 

This EGA-VGA version is for the PC and requires DOS 
4.0 to do a screen dump. It operates in 640*350, 16-color 
mode. Total eclipses plot in black and annulars in white. 
Boundary lines are red, oceans are blue, and land is green. 
There is an option for including national boundaries. If you do 
not have this DOS version, then you will need a screen capture 
program like Pizzaz Plus. Pizzaz is highly recommended be- 
cause it enables the user to set the thickness of lines and the 
shading of areas to taste. One may also make a larger full-page 
print rather than the standard half-pager. The Suntracker Plus 
produces high resolution maps. 

I had just completed this review when Suntracker Super 
arrived. It has great added features. Most important is the abili- 
ty to blow up any portion of the world to better show the 
eclipse path. The user specifies the area by feeding in the bands 
of longitude and latitude for the area. Thus, for the July 11,. 
1991 eclipse, the Hawaiian Islands can be drawn to 814" by 11" 
size with the path of totality shown as a band passing through 
the islands. Major cities, rivers and boundaries are featured and 
can be toggled on or off. The program also includes elements 
of the EclipseMaster program. It calculates data related to the 
events such as time of duration. Super does not require a screen 
capture program. 

Surprisingly, this software comes to us from outside the 
astrology world. Suntracker Plus and Suntracker Super are the 
products of Zephyr Services, 1990 Murray Avenue, Pittsburgh, 
PA 15217. Zephyr has a great catalog of astronomy and science 
software at low prices. Suntracker Plus is only $49.95, while 
Super is available for $89.95. 

The company also offers their older Suntracker program 
for $29.95. However, it utilizes CGA graphics that do not look 
nearly as good as those produced by the other versions. Also 
useful is the lunar eclipse counterpart to the solar program 
which shows where a lunar eclipse is visible on the earth.

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SUFFERING DOESN'T HAVE TO BE FOREVER 


Michael Parente 


I've arrived at that point in life where I can lean back and Say: 
"I remember when..." I can also say things that tend to make 
young folk very angry, such as: "When I was your age I had to 
walk to school, fire the steam boiler, haul the ashes, and wear 
patched clothing." Young folk don't like to hear things like 
that. They prefer to believe they're the ones having the real 
hard time. 

I can also say, "I'm lucky. Lucky that I didn't begin to 
study astrology until after I'd said 'Hello' and 'Goodbye' to my 
55th birthday." That amazes you, right? Most especially if 
you've been an astrologer for ten, twenty, thirty, or more 
years; right? How can that by lucky? Calm down, I'll explain 
why I feel this way. 

My chart shows a Saturn-Mars opposition from Sagittarius 
to Gemini, with both bodies square a Sun-Uranus conjunction 
in Pisces; Mercury in Aquarius opposes the Moon conjunct a 
retrograde Neptune in Leo; and there's a Venus-Jupiter con- 
junction in Aries. Obviously I had only two choices: to commit 
suicide or suffer. 

Why am I lucky not to have begun studying astrology 
before my fifty-fifth birthday? Because I couldn't use my chart 
as a justification for the problems that came into my life before 
then. I couldn't say, "I'm having a hard time financially be- 
cause Planet-X is transiting my ascendant; things will get better 
once Mercury goes direct; it helps me to know that I'll be able 
to get back on course when...." 

Unable to use my chart to help justify what was happening 
in my life, I had no choice but to identify myself as the source 
of my own problems. That wasn't so easy, it's very hard to 
break the illusion that says, "I'm not dumb enough to create 
problems for myself. Further, my analyst and everyone of my 
friends agree that you're the one who's unreasonable, cruel, 
obnoxious, destructive." 
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Unable to use my chart to justify my sufferings, I went 
about the business of trying to understand how I was causing 
my sufferings. That took many years of suffering, and over 
twenty years of intense study. But the day did come when I 
finally understood both how and why I unconsciously created 
intense sufferings that I would have given anything not to have 
suffered. 

I still have the same chart with the same oppositions and 
conjunctions; planets continue to go retrograde, periodically. 
Yet my relationship with the woman I married more than 
twenty years ago is free from problems. My relationships with 
those whom I call friends are free of problems. Every day 
allows me to feel more integrated with the Universe, I'm at 
peace with the world, with myself, and within myself. 

By not being able to justify my sufferings on the basis of 
what my chart showed, I acquired a unique bonus. I can now 
decipher a chart in a way that can help an individual understand 
how he or she unconsciously generates suffering. Of course, 
this kind of information is of no interest to those who prefer a 
world in which they are the victims of others. 

There are five things we must do if we want to become 
able to differently decipher a chart in this manner: 

First, set aside everything we know about astrology. This 
is because it's become customary to approach astrology as a 
way of foretelling fortunes and suffering, both of which do 
exist somewhere in the future. It's better to allow the fortunes 
to come as part of life, to concentrate on trying to understand 
what can be done today to make it a better day. What is done 
today will be the foundation upon which the future is created. 
Waiting for a planet to go direct, or for a transit to be complet- 
ed, with the hope that then things will get better is a waste of 
precious time. It's kind of like waiting for the Spring rains to 
come, instead of digging a well. One can die of thirst between 
now and then. Many people learn this the hard way: by the 
time the long-anticipated fortune does come, they're too old to 
enjoy it. And some don't live long enough to see it. 

Second, set aside everything we know about psychology. 
We tend to use it as a way of justifying suffering. I've learned 
that I must understand more about myself than can be discov- 
ered just by analyzing my mind, etc. Or by analyzing others. 
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Third, set aside everything we know about reality. The 
only reality we can know is the one we each self-create. It's not 
what someone else does that causes our problems; it's how we 
choose to react that does all the damage. 

Fourth, be willing to accept a personal responsibility for 
the sufferings we experience. We can only change what we 
control. If you cause my sufferings then you're my enslaver; as 
my enslaver, you may never set me free. On the other hand, if 
I'm the cause of my own problems, I can make a conscious 
decision to change things, to become my own friend. 

Lastly, we have to stop hating the people we don't like. 

This is very hard to do. We believe we have the right--even a 
kind of obligation--to hate our enemies. We're often willing to 
die just to get even with our enemies. Naturally, the more 
enemies we have, the more we'll suffer. We're the ones who 
have to live every second damaged by the hate; not our ene- 
mies. 
If and when we do decide to make these changes, we can 
use the natal chart as an aid. Oppositions will suggest which 
inner connections we must make possible. Conjunctions will 
identify qualities that need to be less extreme. The squares will 
indicate the actions we must make less intense. The natal chart 
has to be approached as a kind if schematic, one that Says, 
"Connect this with that, place a rheostat here to control intensi- 
ties, open this blocked circuit." The natal chart will then 
become a truly personal chart. 

Now perhaps you understand why I say, "I'm lucky. 
Lucky that I didn't begin to study astrology until after I'd said 
"Hello" and "Goodbye" to my fifty-fifth birthday."

so hard to learn by Andrew Patterson, Michael Parente's 
anecdotal explanation of how suffering need not be forever, and 
Anne Lathrop's animus-led women's work. Alexander Marr 
provided, as ever, a meticulous analysis; his subject here is 
Germany's invasion into Russia fifty years ago. A report ona 
Statistical analysis seemed right for now, and the study of an 
Intensive Care Unit just happened to fit into the available space. 
To round off the issue, several books have been reviewed and 
there's a short fearful extract from one by Donna Cunningham. 
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We've no idea if this apparent elemental trend is going to 
continue into future issues. Much depends on the material we 
receive. Just in case, prepare for the next issue to arrive a trifle 
late--that's assuming Volume VII mutates sunwise into a new 
element, and you've renewed your subscription (see enclosed).. 

The news of Michel Gauquelin's death came as a shock. 
His revolutionary work was something many astrologers, and 
those who oppose what we do, only vaguely knew about. There 
was the Mars-effect and the others: eminent sportsmen born 
with Mars just past an angle, eminent actors with Jupiter in 
these sectors, scientists and doctors born when Saturn was 
there. There was the finding that extroverts tended to be born 
with a prominent Mars, introverts with Saturn so placed. Yet 
sadly few really paid close attention to these results. The scien- 
tific community, with rare exceptions, experienced a fit of 
paranoia, fearing he was trying to sneak pagan astrology into 
their sacred precinct; and few astrologers found any practical 
relevance in his detailed work. Michel was vilified by orthodox 
science, and many traditional astrologers thought him a cold 
rationalist out to destroy their comfortable beliefs. From the 
painstaking analysis of thousands and thousands of timed births 
he (working with his first wife, Francoise) unearthed a few 
astrological truths, which he was able to subsequently validate 
with additional mammoth sets of births. There can be no doubt 
that the Gauquelins did discover something, a real effect. Their 
work has stood up to much determined criticism, no one has yet 
found an error in the methodology. 

Michel was a delightful person, witty, sociable, ever ready 
to discuss his latest research, always eager to help others with 
their work (see his letter on page 60 of this issue). Professor 
Hans Eysenck writes "He always seemed eminently stable, a 
tower of strength; he never lost his temper, however unreason- 
able his critics. It is difficult to understand what caused him to 
take his own life, although the breakdown of his second mar- 
riage might have been responsible for the uncharacteristic 
depression which descended upon him this year." Michel was 
born with a close Jupiter-Mercury opposition; his writings and 
research brought him international fame. But there were the 


other aspects, too. Astrologers are in his debt.
